@ town ant a commercial enterprise. 
A city must be one of two things, 
in the wider aspect. It is either a 
manufacturing centre or a glorified 
distributing ,oint. Did you ever com- 
pare a faciory with a warehouse’ 
In the factory, close-packed machines 
or crowded benches have their scores 
or hundreds of workers and opera- 
tives, The production in quantities of 
any class of goods requires a certain 
proportion of man-power and women- 
power, even in this age of automatic 
apd semi-automatic machinery, But 
let us lenye the busy factory and en- 
ter a distributing warelouse. Here 
far fewer workers are in evidence: 
gocds are received in crates and ure 
repacked in smatler crates for trans 
shipment, or ure stored by the effori: 
of one or two men with trucks, A 
Shipper and a few helpers compose 
the staff; it is a case of only handling 
Aniehed goods tustead of manufactur.
